The undersigned, Jeaanette M. Walder, hereby declare that: 

1 . I am a registered patent attorney (registration number 30,698) and am a 
representative of Xerox Corporation, the assignee of the entire right and interest in and to the 
above application. 

2. Robert F. Tow, the fourth inventor in the above application, was an employee of 
Xerox at the time the invention was made. Mr. Tow left Xerox in April, 1991 . When Mr. Tow 
left Xerox, the last known forwarding address he gave Xerox was: 951 Maddux, Palo Alto,

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California 94303. I attempted to locate Mr. Tow, but have been unable to reach him and obtain 
his signature od the declaration for the reissue application.
